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FORTY-SECOND REGISTRATION REPORT. 

(1883.) 



The estimated population for 1883, calculated from -the num- 
ber of assessed polls of that year (498,828) was 1,985,335. 

In the year 1883 there were recorded 47,285 births, 18,194 
marriages and 37,748 deaths; or 1,615 more births, 510 
more marriages, and 963 more deaths than in the preceding 
year. 

The excess of living births over deaths was 9,537, which is 
775 more than the same increase in 1881, and 652 more than 
in 1882. 

The approximate rates for the year are : —

Deaths, 19-01 " " "

This would indicate one child bom alive to every 41-9 per- 
sons, one married to every 54-5, and one death in every 52-6 
living. 

Table 1 shows the number of births, marriages and deaths 
and the variations in rates for a period of years. It will be 
observed that the birth-rate for 1883 is the lowest, with the 
exception of that of '1879 and 1882, since 1850. The excess of 
this rate over the death-rate (4-81) is 2-97 lower than the 
average for the period of thirty years between 1850 and 1880, 
This indicates a slight improvement over the statistics for 
i2, which place the excess at 3-16 lower than the above 
average.

By Table 2 it will be seen that the rate of increase of popu- 
latioQ is considerably lower than in most of the leading Euro- 
pean nations, though slightly higher than in France and 
Hungary.

By a study of Table 6, which shova the birth-rates by coun- ^^| 
ties, it will be observed that notably in Baruutable, Korfolk ^H 
and Plymouth counties there has been a marked decrease since ^^H

In Table 8 may be studied the variations in the ratios of 
births to marriages for a period of ten years, by counties. It 
will be seen that, while in comparison with 1874, the ratios for 
1883 show but an almost inappreciable advance in most of 
them, yet in Berkshire, Bristol, Dukes and Kantucket, and 
Norfolk, they indicate a slight decrease. 
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The highest birth-rates occurred in August and October, but 
in the third quarter of the year. The lowest rate in 1883, as 
well as in 1882, was in February, and in the first quarter.

For the period of fifteen years, from 1869 to 1883, 53-27 
per cent, of the births occurred in the last half of the year, and 
46-73 per cent, in the first half. The largest rate was in the 
third quarter (26*71), with the remaining quarters in the fol- 
lowing order : — fourth quarter, 26*56 per cent. ; second quarter, 
23*42 per cent. ; first quarter, 23*31 per cent. The highest 
average number of births took place in August. The order of 
the other months was October, December, September, July, 
November, March, June, May, January, April, February.

For a period of thirty-one years, the proportion of male to 
female children born alive varies but little from year to year. 
The excess is much more marked in the still-bom — the pro- 
portion for 1883 being 148 •! males to every 100 females. 
Among the illegitimate births the proportion is reversed, show- 
ing an excess of females, in the proportion of 100 to 99*7 males 
for the above period of thirty-one years, although in 1883 
there is still shown to be an excess of males in the proportion 
of 106*1 to every 100 females.

From 1863 to 1877, a period of fifteen years, the increased 
proportion of male to female births was greatest in Dukes 
and Nantucket, and Hampshire counties, as was also the case 
in 1883. In the latter year the proportion in Dukes and Nan- 
tucket was 55*8 per cent, of males, and in Hampshire 53*3 per 
cent. As a rule, however, the proportions are very uniform, 
particularly in the State at large. As showing the greater 
accuracy of our returns, it should be mentioned that in 22 only 
of the births was there a failure to record the sex, as compared 
with 97 in 1882, and 137 in 1881. Of this number, 7 were in 
Worcester, 5 in Bristol ; 3 in Essex and Middlesex, each ; 1 
in Berkshire, Dukes, Hampden and Hampshire, respectively. 
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For the first time since 1878 the number of children born of 
foreign parents exceeded those of native birth, the excess being 
776, an increase of 1,329 over the statistics of the previous 
year. 

The number with mixed parentage was 8,169, as compared 
with 7,612 in 1»82, 7,386 in 1881 and 7,185 in 1880, thus 
indicating an increased admixture of the difTerent national 
elements of our population. In Dultea and Nantucket there 
were 13 native births to one foreign; in Barnstable, 4-96 to 
one ; in Plymouth, 3-52 to one ; iu Franklin, 224 to one ; in 
Hampshire, 1-C2 to one; in Norfolk, 1*54 to one; in Berk- 
shire, 137 to one; in Essex, 1-20 to one. In the above 
counties, taken together, there was a decrease in the pro- 
portion of native to foreign births of 8-34 to one, as compared 
with 1882, the mos^t marked diflfercnce (9-5 to one) being 
observed in Dukes and Nantucket. The births of foreign 
parentage exceeded those of natives in the following counties 
and ratios: — Suflblk, 1-52 to one; Bristol, 1-39 to one; 
Hampden, 1-38 to one; Worcester, 1-16 to one ; Middlesex, 
1-09 to one, — an increase in the aggregate over 1882 of -67 
to one. 

. Since 1873 (Table 14) there has been a gradual increase in 
the percentages of native births, although the ratio for 1883 is 
the lowest since 1875. On the contrary, there appears to have 
been in the same period a more striking decrease in the per- 
centages of foreign births, the statistics for the past year being, 
however, a alight exception to the regularity of the diminution. 

The percentage of mixed births for 1883 is 2-60 above the 
average for the eleven years. 

In Table 15 the marked decrease in the percentogea of native 
births since 1859 may be studied. Although the average ratios 
for each five-year period have been tolerably uniform since 1864, 
yet, as compared with the period between 1849 and 1853, there 
was a decrease in 1883 of 22-79 per cent. A much smaller 
increase is shown in the percentages of foreign births in the 
thirtj'-four years, but a nearly equal decrease since 1872,

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Plural Births. —In 1883, 401 women gave birth to 803 chil- 
dren, of which 788 were twins and 15 were triplets. In pro- 
portion to the Dumber of birtlis in each county (Table 13), 
Franklin had the largest percentage (3-0) of plural births, and 
the remaining counties, in the following order : Berkshire, 2-3 
Norfolk, 2 3; Plymouth, 2-2; Essex, 1-8; Hampden, 1-7 
"Worcester, 1*7; Middlesex, 1-6 j Dnkes and Nantucket, 1-6 
Suffolk, 1-5; Bristol, 1-4; Hampshire, 1-4; Barnstable, 0-8. 
The excess of those born of foreign parentage over those of 
native birth (8'7J, was much larger than this excess in 1882, 
but 1-8 per cent, lower than the average excess for twenty 
years. Tables 17 and 18 show the variations for a period of 
years. It will bo observed that, with the exception of 187fi, 
the number of living births to one case of twins was greater 
during the past year than in any year since 1864.

— Table 19 shows that the proportion of 
children bom out of wedlock to every thousand births is 
steadily increasing, this ratio for 1883 being the highest ever 
recorded in the State, and nearly 10 per cent, greater than

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Table 20 givee the nativity of the population, according to 
the census of 1880, in explanation of the following three tables. 
It will be observed that the largest percentage of native popu- 
lation was in Dukes and Nantucket, and the next in Barnstable, 
with Plymouth third in order. In Suffolk and Hampden, the 
foreign-bom population exceeded the native, while in Bristol 
and Middlesex the differences in favor of the native popula- 
tion were comparatively slight. 

The largest proportion of mixed parentage is found in Si 
folk (5-92 per cent.), with Berkshire second, Middlesex third, 
Norfolk fourth, and Essex fifth, in order. Dukes and Nan- 
tucket had the lowest percentage, and Barnstable and Franklin 
the next.

For a period of twenty years, the avemge excess in the per- 
centage of native-born mothers of illegitimate offspring over the 
foreign, was 12-6. The proportion of the former, in 1883, was 
lower than in any year of the above period, with the exception 
of 1875, and considerably below its average. 
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Of the 899 illegitimate births (Table 22), 58-83 per cent., or 
more than one-half of the whole number, occurred in Suffolk 
County — a ratio which can only be explained by the greater 
immorality which always exists in larger communities, and by 
the fact that unmarried women naturally seek such communi- 
ties, as affording better opportunities for concealing their ille- 
gitimate maternity. The statistics of illegitimacy do not, 
however, accurately represent the condition of the State in this 
direction, since it receives every year accessions from other 
States, and likewise contributes to the statistics of foreign 
commonwealths. Four hundred and sixty-three (463) of the 
illegitimate births were males, and 436 females.

Table 24 shows a comparison between the nativity of illegiti- 
mate births in the various counties, in 1863, and the average 
for the past five years. It will be observed that in all of the 
counties there has been a decrease in those born of native 
mothers, and a corresponding increase in those of foreign 
extraction, except that, in Dukes and Nantucket, the per- 
centage of the latter indicates a decrease. These differences 
in ratios are most marked in Franklin, in which connty the 
"Toportions for the two nativities, in 1883, were equal. The 

at change is found in Plymouth. 
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In Table 25 may be studied the proportion of illegitimate 
births in each county for a period of ten years. The average 
ratio per thousand (50*8 per cent:) is by far the highest in 
Barnstable, being 44*7 per cent, greater than in Worcester, 
which has the lowest — 6*1 per cent. The order of the various 
counties is as follows: Suffolk, 35*8 per cent.; Plymouth, 
23*2 per cent. ; Barnstable, 14*9 per cent. ; Middlesex, 11 '3 
per cent. ; Essex, 10*1 per cent. ; Hampshire, 9-1 per cent. ; 
Franklin, 8*6 per cent. ; Bristol, 8*4 per cent. ; Berkshire, 8*2 
percent. ; Hampden, 8*0 percent. ; Norfolk, 7*4 per cent. As 
compared to the whole State, Barnstable, Berkshire, Bristol, 
Essex, Franklin, Hampden, Hampshire, Middlesex, Norfolk 
and Worcester are below the average, while Dukes and Nan- 
tucket, Plymouth and Suffolk are above it. In regard to the 
sudden fluctuations from year to year in some of the counties, 
the natural thought arises that they may be due to inaccuracies 
in the returns. 

Still-Bom. — ' There were 1 ,589 still-births reported, of which 
880 were males, 594 females and 115 in which the sex was not 
returned. 
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MARRIAGES. 

There were 18,194 marriages recorded in 1883, with an 
approximate rate of 18*32 ; or 9*16 marriages per 1,000 of the 
estimated population. This indicates one person married in 
each 54-5 living. The rate is -76 of one per cent, lower than 
the average for twenty-nine years.

In Tables 31 and 32 may be studied the average ages at 
marriage for a period of years. These are seen to be very 
uniform, although for bachelors they were lower in 1883 than 
for the past thirteen years. * 

In 1883, there were 401 more first marriages and 122 more 
second marriages than in 1882, although the former excess is 
less than for the previous two years. 

Fourteen thousand five hundred and sixty-two bachelors 
married maids, and 795 married widows; 1,795 widowers 
married maids, and 961 married widows. There were 2,835 
widowers married and 1,835 widows. 

Thirty-six and eight-tenths (36*8) per cent, of the males 
and 46'4 per cent, of the females were married between the 
ages of 20 and 25 ; 32*3 per cent, of the males and 21*7 per 
cent, of the females, between 25 and 30 ; 12*6 per cent, of the 
males and 7*1 per cent, of the females, between 30 and 35 ; 
1*7 per cent, of the males and 16*2 per cent, of the females, 
under 20. In 16 marriages of males and 25 of females the 
age was not reported. 

Seven hundred and fifty-one men and 268 women were mar- 
ried over 50 years old ; 20 men and 2 women over 75, and 6 
men over 80.

With an excess of but 5*82 per cent, in the native-born 
population of the State over the foreign-bom, as has been 
shown in a previous table, the difference in the ratios of the 
nativity of those married is very striking. (Tables 37 and 
28.) 



Table 39 shows the relative proportions of the nativity of 
persons married for ten years in the various counties. These 
percentages indicate slight variations from year to year, but as 
a rule they are quit« uniform. 
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DIVORCES. 

History of Divorce Legislation, — In order that the follow- 
ing tables may be more clearly comprehended, the history of 
the legislation upon this subject is again this year briefly 
reviewed. 

The first statute relating to divorce was passed on March 16, 
1786 — five and one-half years after the first legislature had 
met under the Constitution of Massachusetts. This act pro- 
vided that a full divorce, or divorce from the. bond of matri- 
mony, might be granted for two causes only, viz., adultery 
and impotency ; while a limited divorce, or divorce from bed 
and board, might be decreed for the additional cause of ex- 
treme cruelty. By an act passed in 1810 a limited divorce 
was authorized to the wife, when her husband had utterly de- 
serted her, or had grossly or wantonly and cruelly neglected 
or refused to provide suflScient for her maintenance. 

In 1836 it was enacted that sentence of imprisonment of 
either party at hard labor, for a period of seven years or more, 
should be added to adultery and impotency as a cause for full 
divorce ; while limited divorce might be granted to either party 
for extreme cruelty or utter desertion, and to the wife for 
wanton, cruel and gross refusal or neglect on the part of the 
husband to provide sufficient for her maintenance. 

By the Acts of 1838 wilful and utter desertion for five con- 
secutive vears became an additional cause for full divorce in 
favor of the innocent party ; while in 1850 it was still further 
provided that full divorce might be decreed to either party, 
when the other separates therefrom and joins, and for three 
years remains united with any religious sect or society, believ- 
ing, or professing to believe, that the relation of husband and 
wife is void and unlawful. 

No further legislation upon this subject took place until the 
general revision of the Statutes in 1860. In this year the Gen- 
eral Statutes authorized full divorce for adultery, impotency,

union for three years with a religioua sect denying the validity 
of niarriugo, imprisonment at hard labor for five years, and 
desertion for five consecutive years to the deserting as well as 
to the deserted party. In the latter case a proviso was intro- 
duced limiting divorce to the deserting party, only after it had 
been shown that the desertion was for extreme cruelty, or, in 
case of the wife, neglect by her husband to provide. By the 
le Statutes, limited divorce might be granted for extreme 
cruelty, complete desertion, gross and confirmed habits of in- 
toxication contracted after marriage, cruel and abusive treat- 
ment, and in favor of the ivife, for neglect on the part of the 
husband to properly maintHin her. Tlie chapter also retains 
the provision of 1857, by which a limited divorce may be made 
absolute, on petition of the pJirty to whom the original limited 
divorce hud been granted, after a separation of live consecutive 
years, and on the petition of the guilty party after the separa- 
tion had continued for ten consecutive years. 

In 18(J7 it was enacted that all divorces might be decreed 
nisi, which nisi decracs might be made absolute, in the dis- 
cretion of the court, after the lapse of six months. By the 
Acts of 1870 all limited divorces, from bed and board, were 
thenceforth prohibited ; all pending libels for limited divorce 
were to be considered as libels for fiit! divorce, and all existing 
decrees for limited divorce were to be treated as nisi decrees 
under that law. Further, all the causes specified in the pre- 
ceding paragraph, for which limited divorce had previously 
been provided, were thereafter to be considered as causes for 
full divorce, provided that in these cases decrees nisi should 
first be entered, which must be made absolute upon proof that 
the parties to the libel had lived apart for five consecutive 
years, and might be so made in the discretion of the court 
after the lapse of throe years. Thus, in 1870, there were nine 
causes for which absolute divorce might be granted, except that 
in four of them a nisi decree must remain three years at least, 
before being made absolute. 

In 1873 divorce nisi was prohibited, except as provided by 
the Statute of 1867, as mentioned in the preceding paragraph. 
The Acts of this year also decreed that thereafter a full divorce 
might be granted for all causes for which a nisi decree was 
thou warranted; provided that, in the case of deseilion, a com-

piete Beparation should have existed for three consecutive years J 
next preceding the tiling of the libel. The Ian still fui'ther] 
provided that a nisi decree might at once be made nbsohite, 
except in the caae of desertion, when a separation for at least 
three consecutive years must have existed. It was also en- 
acted by this law, that full divorce might be granted for gross 
and conSrmed habits of intoxication, no matter at what period, 
whether before or after marriage, this habit had been con- 
tracted. By this enactment, then, there were nine causes for 
which full divorce might be granted, except that desertion must 
have continued three years, while in any case a nisi decree 
might be entered by the court for six months. 

In 1874 an act was passed which provided that all decrees of 
divorce must be rendered absolute and not nisi, whenever per- 
sonal service is made on the libellee, or when the libel ia 
entered at a term previous to the one in which the decree ii 
granted, A further provision of this same act relating to nisi 
decrees was declared unconstitutional by the Supreme Court 
of the State ; and consequently in 1875 it was enacted that any 
limited decree, or any decree nisi, might be made absolute after 
a separation of three years, upon the petition of the innocent 
party, and after five years upon the petition of either. 

By an act passed in 1881, it was provided that all decrees 
for divorce must be first entered nisi, to become absolute after 
the expiration of six months from the entry thereof, on applica- 
tion of either party to the clerk of the court, unless the court 
Las for sufficient reason, upon application of any party inter- 
ested, otherwise ordered. This same act decreed that the 
court, before which any libel for divorce is pending, may, with- 
out entering a decree of divorce, continue the same upon the 
docket from time to time, and during such continuance make 
such orders and decrees concerning a temporary separation, 
the separate maintenance of the wife and support of minor 
childi-en, as may be deemed necessary. 

The last legislative enactment took place in 1884, and pro- n 
vided that a divorce from the bond of matrimony may be decreed 
for any of the causes allowed by law, notwithstanding the fact 
that the libellee has been continuously absent for such a period 
of time, and under such circumstances, as would raise a pre- 
sumption of death. 
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^^m In 1877, the provision of the Generftl Statutes, authorizing 
^^V jury trials in divorce suits, was repealed; and in 1881 it was 
^V enacted that in all cases where n divorce had bt'en granted for 
^H' adultery or other criminal oflence committed within the State, 
^^L and within the time provided hy law for making complaints and 
^^m finding indictments, the court granting the divorce may cause 
^^1 the district attorney to be notiiied, who shall then cause com- 
^^M plaint to be made before the proper magistrate, or a prosent- 
^^1 ment to the grand jury. 

^^B Since the first legislation upon divorce, several important 
^H laws have been passed, relating to subsequent marriages. In 
^B 1841 the guilty party was prohibited by statute from marrying, 
^F while the innocent party was alive, in all cases where a divorce 
had been granted. 

In 1853 it was enacted that, in cases of divorce for deser- 
I tion, the coni-t might permit the deserting party to marry 

I again, and in 1855 the statute of 1841 was repealed, and a new 
one enacted, authorizing the court to allow the guilty party to 
marry aguiu in all cases, except when the divorce had been 
granted for adultery. In 1864 it was provided by law that 
even in cases of divorce decreed for adultery, the guilty party 
might bo allowed to remarry after three years, unless actually 
tried and convicted of the above crime. 
The Acts of 1873 authorized the court to allow any person, 
against whom a divorce had been granted, to marry ; but by a 
statute passed in 1881 two years must have elapsed from the 
time of the entry of tbe final decree of divorce, before the 

i guilty party can again contract marriage. At the expiration 
of this period, however, it. ia not necessary to petition the 
court. 
As a summary, it is shown that there now exist nine separate 
causes for which divorce from the bonds of matrimony may be 
granted, as follows : — 
AtluUery. Acts of 1786. 
Impotenaj. Acts of 1786. 
Sentence to imprisonment at hard labor for five years or 
more. Acts of 1836: the minimum term being first seveii 
years, but reduced to five years in 1860. 

Desertion for three consecutive years next prior to the filing of 
the libel. Acts of 1810; limited divorce being permitted to 
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the wife, when utterly deserted by her husband. The Acts of 
1836 permitted it to either party for ntter desertion. That 
of 1838 authorized full divorce to the innocent party for deser- 
tion, which had continued for five cousecutive years. That of 
1857 decreed that either party might be granted a divorce, pro- 
vided that, when sued for by the deserting party, it must bo 
shown that tho desertion was caused by extreme cruelty ; or, 
in the case of the wife, by neglect on the part of the husband 
to make proper provision for her mainteQance. The Acts of 
1873 reduced the period of desertion from five to three years. 

Separation without consent, refusal to cohabit, and union for 
three years with a religious sect or society holding the relation 
of husband aiid wife unlawful. Acts of 1850. The language 
of the present statute is practically the same as that originally 
passed. 

Extreme cruelty. Acts of 1786, — being the one cause for 
which limited divorce might be granted. By the Statute of 
1870, which prohibited divorce from bed and boards it became 
a cause for absolute divorce. 

Gross and confirmed habits of intoxication. Acts of 18G0, 
— being a cause for limited divorce only, and provided that the 
habit had been contracted after marriage. By tho Statute of 
1870 it became a cause for full divorce in the same form. The 
Statute of 1873 repealed the proviso. 

Cruel and abusive treatment. Acts of 1860. By this enact- 
ment it was a cause for limited divorce only, but became one 
for full divorce in 1870. 

Neglect to provide. Acts of 1810, — appearing as a cause 
for limited divorce. In 1870 it was made a cause for full di- 
vorce. This method is open to women only. 

In the following tables are exhibited the statistics of ilivorce 
for the past twenty yeai-s, by couuties and statute causes ; with 
a recapitulation for twenty-one years. It will be obsei-ved 
that at no time, during this period, has a divorce been granted 
for union with a religious sect, holding the marriage ties un- 
lawful. 
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By an analysis of Table 54, it will he seen that of the 9,625 J 
divorces granted in Maasachu setts daring the past twenty-one I 
years, 6,212, or 67*04 per cent, were granted upon complaint 
of the wife. The largest proportion of divorces (72-1 per 
cent.) decreed to the latter, was in Berkshire. Next in order 
comes Hampden, with Suffolk thii-d. The lowest ratio (o9'7 
per cent.) occurred in Hampshire. Of the number of divorces 
granted for adultery, 55'1 per cent, were in favor of the wife, 
and of those decreed for desertion, 67-1 per cent. 

Referring to Table 55, it appears that in the above period 
of twenty-one years, 35'67 per cent, of the total numl>er of 
divorces granted were for adultery, and 42'99 per cent, were 
on the ground of desertion, or 78" (5() percent, for the two causes 
combined. This ratio is nearly ten per cent, lower than the 
Btatistics exhibited in the last report. 

Divorce by Counties. — In the period of twenty-one years 
(1863—1883), as may be learned from a further study of 
Table 55, Suffolk had 25-8 per cent, of the total number of 
divorces; Middlesex, 16-1 per cent.; Essex, 14-5 percent.; 
Worcester, 12'6 percent.; Bristol, 8-4 percent.; Hampden, 
6'6 per cent. ; Berkshire, 3-9 per cent. ; Plymouth, 3-3 per 
cent.; Norfolk, 2-4 per cent.; Hampshire, 2'1 per cent.; ' 
Barnstable, 1-9 percent. ; Franklin, 1-8 per cent. ; Dukes and 
Nantucket, -6 of one per cent. 

Of the whole number of divorces decreed for adultery, Suf- 
folk had 27-6 per cent., and of that granted for desertion, 23-3 
per cent. 

The ratios for Middlesex are 16'2 per cent, for adultery, and 
15-6 per cent, for desertion; for Essex, 13-9 per cent, for 
adultery, and 14-!) per cent, for desertion; for Worcester, 11-4 
per cent, for adultery, and 13-1 per cent, for desertion ; for 
Bristol, 8*8 per cent, for adultery, and 8-3 per cent, for 
desertion ; for Norfolk, 2-2 per ceut. for adultery, and 2-8 per 
cent, for desertion. 

In proportion to the total number granted in each county for 
the period of twenty-one years, there have been 44-58 per cent, 
decreed for adultery in Franklin, which thereby heads the list ; 
41*26 per cent, in Berkshire ; 38*22 per cent, in Suffolk ; 37*63 
per cent, in Bristol ; 37*47 per cent, in Middlesex. The remain-

ing counties stand in the following order : Hampdenv^"^^''' 
Norfolk, Worcester, Barnstable, Hampshire, Dukes and Nan- 
tucket, Plymouth. The ratio for the ktter county is 21'43 per 
cent,, or 23'15 per cent, lower than that for Franklin. 

For desertion, on the contrary, Barnstable stands firet, with 
12-58 per cent.; Plymouth aecond, with 56-17 per cent.; 
Dukes and Nantucket third, with 51-85 per cent., and the re- 
maining counties in the following order: Norfolk, 50-67 per 
cent. ; Hampshire, 50-00 per cent. ; Worcester. 45-OG per 
cent. ; Franklin, 43-97 per cent. ; Esse-V, 43-73 per cent. ; 
Bristol, 42-79 per cent. ; Middlesex, 41-70 per cent. ; Berk- 
shire, 40-lG per cent. ; Hampden, 34-80 per cent. ; Siitlolk, 
38-y3 per cent. By a consideration of these stjttistics it be- 
comes apparent, as was ahjo shown in the last report, that 
desertion is more common in the Capo add Rural connties than 
in the Metropolitan. 

For intoxication, it seems somewhat singular that the per- 
centage should be the largest in Hampden (10-41), Suffolk and 
Essex standing second and third in order. Barnstable exhibits 
the lowest ratio for this cause — -58 of one per cent. 

For extreme cruelty, Norfolk is first in rank, and Fniiiklin 
the last, Plymouth furnishes the largest percentage for the 
cause of cruel and abusive treatment, and Norfolk the smallest. 
Neglect to provide is most common in Worcester, while in 
Franklin no divorces have been granted for this cause la 
twenty-one years. On the contrary, Franklin exhibits the 
highest ratio for imprlsoument, Dukes and Nantucket and 
Hampshire having had none decreed on this ground in the 
above period. 

For impotency, Worcester has the largest percentage, being 
one out of the six counties only in which this cause prevailed.

If the State is divided into two divisions, viz. : the Eastern 
and Western, as is shown in Table 56, it will be observed that 
the relative proportions for the various causes are tolerably 
uniform for the two sections, although the percentages for the 
Eastern division are,' for desertion, extreme cruelty and all 
other causes, below those for the Western. 
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Of the eight causes for divorce, mentioned in the tables, 
Bristol, Essex, Middlesex, Plymouth, Suffolk and Worcester 
furnish etatistics under each of the heads ; Berkshire, Hamp- 
den and Norfolk under seven of them ; Dukoa and Nantucket, 
Franklin and Hampshire under six; Barnstable under four. 

liarustable, Middlesex and Suffolk bad, in 1874, the greatest 
number of divorces which wore gnvnted in those counties 
during twenty years; Norfolk in 1875; Hampshire in 1878; J 
Berkshire, Essex and Plymouth in 1880, the number beingi 
equalled in the latter in 1882; Franklin in 1881; Barnstable," 
Dukes and Nantucket, Hampden and Worcester in 1883. In 
other words, a greater number of counties reached their highest 
figures in 1883 than in any other one year of the above period. 

In relation to the special causes for divorce, the greatest 
number of those granted for adultery in Barnstable occurred 
in 1876 ; in Berkshire in 1865, the same number having been 
decreed in 1870 and 1880; in Bristol in 1866 and 186!l ; in 
Dukes and Nantucket in 1866 ; in Essex in 1870 and 1871 ; in 
Franklin in 1881 ; in Hampden in 1866 ; in Hampshire in 
1878 ; in Middlesex in 1867 ; in Norfolk in 1866 ; in Plymouth 
in 186y ; in Suffolk in 1866 ; in Worcester in 1883. For de- 
sertion, the year 1874 takes precedence in Barnstable and 
Middlesex; 1B80 in Berkshire and Franklin, the years 1879 
and 1882 taking equal rank in the latter; 1883 in Bristol and 
Hampden; 1875 in Dukes and Nantucket, Norfolk and Wor- 
cester; 1882 in Essex; 1878 in Hampshire, Plymouth and 
Suffolk. For intoxication, the largest number was recorded in 
1883 in Bamstalile, Franklin, Plymouth and Worcester, the 
statistics being similar in Plymouth in 1878 and in Worcester 
in 1882 ; in Berkshire and Norfolk in 1877, and in the latter in 
1875 also ; in Bristol and Hampshire (1878 and 1880) in 1882 ; 
in Dukes and Nantucket in 1874 and 1876 ; in Essex in 1876 ; 
in Hampden in 1875, 1876 and 1878; in Middlesex in 1874 
and 1S75 ; in Suffolk in 1876. For extreme cruelty, the year 
1b74 takes precedence ia Worcester and Suffolk ; 1876 in 
Plymouth and Middlesex; 1877 in Bristol and Essex; 1877, 
1880 and 1883 in Berkshire; 1878 and 1882 in Barnstable ; 
1880 in Hampden. It is thus shown that for the nnmbera of 
divorces granted for adultery, the year 1866 is the most promi- 
nent in the largest proportion of the counties", 18T8 tvtt ^"i^*,-^- 
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tion ; 187G for intoxication, and 1876 and 1877 for extreme 
cruelty. 

Ratio of Divorces to Marriages. — Although the proportion 
of divorces to miirriagoB, in the earlier years of the twenty 
years' period, convey but little iuformation tis to the true status, 
since such divorces were from the bonds of matrimony which 
had been entered luto before the commencement of this period, 
yet, as a whole, a sufficiently accurate comparison can be made 
between the statistics of divorces and marriages by a study of 
Tables 57 and 58. 

A^'hile the population of the State is estimated to have in- 
creased 725,625 or 57'6 per cent, in the last twenty years, and 
while the marriage rate for 1883 is, approximately, -83 of one 
per cent, below that of the average for the same period, the 
ratio of persons divorced has advanced from one in every 2,333 
of the population in 18fi4 to one iu 1,515 in 1883, and that of 
divorces to marriages from one iu 46-3 to one in 27-8, a pro- 
portion which is one in 7-1 greater than for the average for the 
twenty years. Dividing tliis period into two terms of ten 
years each, it will be found that the ratio of divorces to mar- 
riages for the latter half has increased, as a yearly average, 
from one in 42'8 to one in 26'y, a difference equal to one in 
15-9. The average ratio for the State for the whole period of 
twenty yeara is one divorce to 33-9 marriages, which ratio 
has been surpassed iu every year since 1873, with the exception 
of 1881 and 1882.

^H divorces to marriages is given by counties for twenty-oae ^m 
^H yeBi^, it will be noticed that Norfolk presents by far the smallest ^M 
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proportion, niid Dukes and Nantucket the largest, — a luarkoit 
difl'crence being shown to exist between the two counties in tlie 
permanency of the marriage vows. 

The other counties take rank- in the following order, com- 
mencing with the one having the smallest ratio : — Hampshirej 
1 ill 40-8 marriages; Plymouth, 1 in 39-1; Barnstable, 1 in 
358; Franklin, 1 in 35-3; Middlesex, 1 in 33-4; Sutfolk, 
1 in 32-4; Essex, 1 in 31-9; Worcester, 1 in 31-5; Bristol, 
1 in 30-1 ; Hampden, 1 in 296; Berkshire, 1 in 29-3. 

Continuing the consideration of this subject by a study of 
Table 59, it will be seen that there were fewer divorces decreed 
for adultery, in proportion to the number of marriages, in Nor- 
folk (1 to 18X'7), for the twenty-one years period, than in 
any other county, although the proportion for Plymouth 
(1 to 1S2-8) is but slightly greater. Berkshire furnishes the 
worst record in this particular. The rank of the remaining 
conntics is as follows : — Hampshire, 1 to 138-0 ; Barnstable, 
1 to 113-4; Dukes and Nantucket, 1 to 109-6; Worcester, 
1 to 97-3; Essex, 1 to 93-3; Middlesex, 1 to 892; Hamp- 
den, 1 to 85-2; Suffolk, 1 to 84-8; Bristol, 1 to 80-0; Frank- 
lin, 1 to 79-2. 

For desertion, Norfolk again makes the most favorable show- 
ing; for intoxication, Franklin, as it does also under the head 
of extreme cruelty ; and Barnstable for all other causes com- 
bined, having had no divorces granted for cruel and abusive 
treatment, neglect to provide, imprisonment nor impotency in 
the period under discussion. Of the counties, however, 
making returns of divorces granted for the remaining causes, 
Norfolk's record is the best. On the contrary, Barnstable 
exhibits for adultery the worst i-ecord — 1 to 70-9, a pro- 
portion more than twice and one-third greater than that for 
Norfolk and Plymouth. Dukes and Nantucket, taken to- 
gether, have the highest ratio for desertion, as they also have 
fur extreme cruelty and all other causes. For intoxication, 
Hampden makes the worst showing. 

Table 60 shows the ratios of divorces to marriages for the 
whole period of tweiity-onc years, by causes, in the two 
geographical divisions of the State. It is noticeable that while 
the proportion for the Eastern section is very nearly equal to 
that for the State at large, the ratio for the Western division 
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is slightly in excess of it. This latter division also shows an 
increased number of divorces, in proportion to the marriages, 
for adultery, desertion, extreme cruelty and all other causes 
combined, over the Eastern ; while for intoxication only, it ex- 
hibits a better record.

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The following three tables show separately the detailed' 
statistics for 1883. For the State at largo, there were G55 
divorces granted, an increase over the previous year of 140 or 
27'2 per cent. , and over the yearly average for the past twenty- 
one years of 48-5 per cent., or nearly one-half. Of the above 
number (Table fiO), 49-02 per cent, were decreed for deser- 
tion; 23'97 per cent, for adultery ; 12-67 per cent, for intoxica- 
tion ; 7-63 per cent, for crnel and abusive treatment ; 4-4^ per 
cent, for extreme cruelty; l-i)8 per cent, for neglect to pro- 
vide; -15 of one per cent, each for imprisonment and for im- 
potency. 

Compating the number of divorces granted for adultery and 
desertion together, an aggregate mtio is presented of 72"99 
per cciit., which corresponds very closely with that for 1882, 
although 5-17 per cent, lower than the average for the twenty- 
one years. 

Analyzing more carefully the separate causes for which 
divorces were granted in 188;i, it will be found that while the 
number decreed for adultery increased but 3-5 per cent, over 
the above average, that for desertion increased 67-9 per cent., 
and for intoxication 124-3 per cent. In connection with the 
ratio of increase for intoxication, attention should be dh-ected 
to the ratio for cruel and abusive treatment — 138-1 per cent, — 
since, undoubtedly, there exists a close relation between these 
two grounds for divorce. 

Extreme cruelty advanced 26-7 per cent, over the mean. 

As compared with the previous year, it will be seen that all 
the causes, with the exception of imprisonment, increased in 
numbers, the greatest ratio of increase being for cruel and 
abusive treatment. Impotency is represented in the returns 
for the first time since 1880. 

Seventy and four-tenths per cent, of the total number of 
divorces were gi-anted to females, as against (i7*04 per cent. 
for the twenty-one years period. Of those in which desertion 
appeared as a cause, 604 per cent, were decreed upon com- 
plaint of the wife, a ratio which is very nearly equal to that 
for the above period; whereas for adultery, but 45-2 per cent, 
of the libcllants were women, in comparison with 55-1 per cent, 
for the twenty-one years. 
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In regard to the I'elative rank of the various counties, in the 
numlier of divorces granted in each in 1883, it appears that 
Snffolk stands first iu order, as it also did in the i>revioua 
j-ear; Worcester, second in both years; Essex, third, having 
dropped from the second place in 1882; Middlesex, fourth, 
having the same rank in 1882 ; Bristol, fifth in both years ; 
Hampden and Berkshire, sixth and seventh i-espectivoly in the 
successive periods ; Plymouth, eighth in each ; Norfolk, ninth; 
Hampshire, tenth; Franklin, eleventh, but tenth with Hamp- 
shire in 1882; Barnstable, twelfth; Dukes and Nantucket, 
thirteenth. It will thus bo seen that not only does the relative 
number of divorces in each county bear a very accurate pro- 
portion to their population, hnt also that their comparative 
rank from jear to year is exceedingly uniform. 

In proportion to the total number of divorces granted in 
each county, as may be studied in Table 61, it is found that in 
1883 Berkshire had the largest percentage (33-34 per cent.) <if 
those decreed for adultery, and Plymouth the smallest, if 
Barnstable, which had none, be excepted. Next to Berkshire, 
in order, comes Worcester, with a percentage of 32-32 ; Suf- 
folk, third ; Essex, fourth ; Middlesex, fifth ; Hampden, 
sixth; Bristol, seventh ; Dukes and Nantucket, eighth; Frank- 
lin, ninth; Hampshire, tenth; Norfolk, eleventh. Of those 
granted for desertion, Norfolk takes the first rank, exhibiting a 
ratio of (ifi-TO per cent., and Worcester the lowest, with a per- 
centage of 38-38. The remaining counties stand in the follow- 
ing order : Hampshire, 64-2!) per cent. ; Barnstable, C3-62 per 
cent.; Plymouth, 55-56 per cent. ; Middlesex, 55-13per cent. ; 
Hampden, 5500 per cent, j Essex, 52-29 per cent. ; Franklin, 
and Dukes and Nantucket, each 50-00 per ceut. ; Bristol, 
48-69 per cent.; Suffolk, 4459 per cent.; Berkshire, 43-33 
par ceut. 

For intoxication, Norfolk has the worst record, and Dukes 
and Nantucket and Hampshire the best, having had no divorces 
granted for this cause. Of those counties, however, in which 
thia ground was exhibited, Hampden has the lowest ratio. 
Plymouth, Franklin, Bristol, Sufi'olk, Essex and Worcester, in 
the foregoing order, all show percentages above that for the 
State at large; while the ratios for Middlesex, Berkshire, 
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Barnstable and Hampden are below it. For extreme cruelty, 
Barnstable has the highest proportion; whereas in Franklin, 
Hampden, Hampshire, Norfolk and Plymouth there were no 
divorces granted for this cause. 

In Worcester County alone were all the eight causes repre- 
sented.

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Length of Married Life of Libellants. — Table 64 shows 
that the average leDgth of married life of all libellnnts was 
10*89 years in 1883, as compared with a very nearly equal 
ratio in the previoas year. For intoxication, the petitioners 
had been married 12 years, a longer period than for any of the 
other causes, and for desertion, 11-53 years. Thirty-nine and 
elght^tenths per cent, of the libetlants hud been married 
between ten and twenty years, and 33*8 per cent, between live 
and ten. In 112 cases, married life had continued from one 
to five years before suit was brought; in 52, from twenty to 
thirty ; in 20, over thirty ; in 2, under one year ; in 3, under 
six mouths. Of the libels filed on account of adultery, 39-6 
per cent, of the parties had been man-ied between ten and 
twenty years, and 33-7 per cent, between five and ten. Of 
those in which desertion appeared as the alleged cause, 44-1 
per cent, of the petitioners had continued the marriage con- 
tract between ten and twenty years, and 34-6 per cent, be- 
tween five and ten. For intoxication, 48-2 per cent, of the 
libellants had been married between ten and twenty years, and 
33-3 per cent, between five and ten. Of the 169 suits brought 
for adultery, 96, or 56-8 per cent., were upon the petition of 
the husband; while on the contrary, of those entered for 
desertion, 66'I per cent, were brought by the wife. 

If the period between 1879 and 1883 is taken into consider- 
ation, previous to which time no such returns were made, it 
appears that 34-9 per cent, of the petitioners had been married 
from five to ten years, and 43'5 per cent, from ten to twenty. 
An aggregate of 529 had been married from one to five years ; 
341 between twenty and thirty ; 103 over thirty ; 23 under 
one year; 19 under six months. Of the divorces prayed for 
on the ground of adultery, marriage had continued for nearly 
ten years, and on account of desertion for almost twelve yean

DEATHS. 

Thirty-seven thousand seven buntlred and forty-eigbt( 37,748) 
deaths were reported in 1883, an increase of 963 over the re- 
cord for the previons year, and 1,21)0 over that for 1881. This 
represents an increase in the mortality over 1882 of bnt 2-61 
per cent., as against an estimated increase in the population of 
3-31 percent. 

The deatli-rate per 1,000 of the living population (19-01) 
was '13 of one, percent, lower than that for 1882, and -51 of 
one per cent, lees than the rate in 1881 ; '21 of one per cent, 
lower than the average for the five years, and -25 of one per 
cent, lower than the mean for the thirty years previous to 1881. 
It has been exceeded, however, but thirteen times since 1850. 
{Table 65.) 

The mortality among infants under one year of age, which 
always increases the death I'ate to a great extent, was excep- 
tionally low, — its percentage (19-89) being less, with the 
exception of that for 1878 and 1879, than in any year since 
1872, and 1-95 below that of the average for the past twelve 
years. (Table 73.) 

If, therefore, consideration is given to the facts which are 
necessary to a proper understanding of this subject, viz., that 
1,635 more births took place in 1883 than in 1882, with an ap- 
proximate increase in their rate of -G of one per cent. , and that 
the percentage of deaths from the zymotic diseases was less 
than that for any year in the last twelve, it will be readily seen 
that the health of the past year has been more than usually 
good.

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With the exception of 1872, when the number of deaths was 
for some unexplained reason unusually large, there has been 
but little variation in the mortality rates of the various coun- 
ties, from year to year, since 1865. In Bristol, Dukes and 
Nantucket, and Plymouth, there were fewer deaths in 1883 
than in the previous year, while in Hampden there occurred 
but six more. As compared with the average for the past four 
years, the mortality in 1883 was greater in all the counties, 
with the exception of Bristol and Dukes and Nantucket, 
although Hampshire shows an increase of seven deaths only 
over the above mean. 
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Based upon the population of 1880, the Western division ^H 
(Table (i7) sliows the lowest death-pate for 1883 of all the. ^M 
geographical districts, as it also does for the average of the last i 
five census years, and the Metropolitan the highest. The rates 
for the South-eaet€rn, Midland and Valley divisions are very j 
nearly equal. In the South-eastern alone vvaa the mortality ^H 
smaller than in 1882. ^M

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Table G8 shows the deaths and death-rates, as affected by the 
density of population. It will be observed that in Fall River, 
Lawrence, Salem, New Bedford, Taunton, Holyoke and Ni 
ton there were fewer deaths than in the game cities during the 
previous year. It is also worthy of remark, that, while in the 
larger cities and towns, aa compared with the smaller, there 
were fewer deaths in those of populations of 40,000 to 50,000, 
20,000 to 30,000, 4,000 to 5,000, 3,000 to 4,000, and 1,000 to 
2,000 than in 1882, yet, in comparison with the average for the 
past four years, the mortality was greater in the rest of the 
State, other than in the sixteen cities (population of 1880), 
in cities and towns containing between 40,000 and 50,000 of 
population, 4,000 to 5,000, 3,000 to 4,000, 2,000 to 3,000 and 
1,000 to 2,000. It would thus seem that the smaller towns 
had suffered from a lower average of health than for several 
years.

As usual, the largest mortality was iii the 
third quarter, owing to the effect of the summer's heat upoa 
children of tender years.

Mortality of Males and Females compared. 
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Sex. — Sixty-four more females died in 1883 than males — 
an excess which is smaller, with four exceptions, than in any 
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year since 1852. In four deaths only was tb«re a failure to 
report the sex. 

The proportion of male deaths to those of females was 99-f) 
to 100, — that is for every one hundred females dying there 
were 99-6 males. This ratio is to a certain extent misleading, 
since by the census of 1880 there were 107-7 females living 
to every one hundred males, which gives a comparative death- 
i-ate per 1,000 for 1883 of 21-8 males and 20-4 females. 

By Table 72 it will be seen that 835 more males died under 
one year of age than females, or a percentage difference of 4-53 ; 
under the iige of five this excess amounted to 4-85 per cent. 
On the contrary, the deaths of females between twenty and 
thirty exceeded those of males 1-79 per cent., and of all other 
ages, 3*05 per cent. Nineteen and ninety hundreths per cent. 
(li)'90) of the entire mortality occurred under one year of age, 
and 31-39 per cent, under five, — proportions which are very 
similar to those for a period of years. (Table 74. ) 

Table 73 shows that, while the ratios of infant mortality 
under one year and under five years, were lower in 1883 than 
the average for twelve years, the proportions of deaths between 
twenty and thirty and for all other ages were higher.

The average age at death during 1883, as shown in Table 77, 
was higher both for the State at large and for all the counties, 
taken separately, than for the average of thirty years. The 
increase is very uniform in all the counties, with the exception 
of Barnstable, which shows a much older age than for the above 
period. This is undoubtedly due to the emigration of the 
younger portion of the population — a fact which will, in a 
measure, explain the gradually increasing age at death in some 
of the other counties also. 

Table 78 is only noticeable for the record of the death of a 
colored man at the age of 112 — a return which is of extremely 
doubtful accuracy. » 

Tables 79 and 80 indicate an increasing proportion of deaths 
among the foreign-born population, and a corresponding de- 
crease of .the ratio among the native born. This is the natural 
result of a constantly augmenting immigration.

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CAUSES OF DEATH. 



"When the difficulties, attendant upon the collection of the 
Btatistics which relate to this division of the subject, are consid- 
ered, it is gratifying to observe the greater accuracy with which 
from year to year the requirements of the law, relatiug to the 
proper returns, are fultilled. Of the 37,748 deaths, which 
were recorded in 1883, in 680 only, or 1-8 per cent., was there 
a failure to return the causes. This ratio, although -2 of one 
percent, only higher than in 1882; is 1-3 per cent, lower than 
in 1876, and 2 "8 j)er cent., or nearly one-half, lower than in 1871. 
The moat accurate returns (Table 81) were from Suffolk 
County, while Berksbii-e appears to have been the most 
negligent. 

Of the 680 deaths, in which the causes were not specified in 
the returns, 112 were from hemorrhage, 65 from tumor, 33 
from inflammation, and 470 with no specification whatsoever. 

Table 81 shows the causes of death in a classified fonn, to- 
gether with a comparison between the different counties. In 
the zymotic class, it will be observed that Hampden County has 
the highest ratio, 26-6 per cent., which is 6 per cent, above 
that for the State, and Barnstable the lowest, 6-9 per cent., or 
13-7 per cent, below the average. Suffolk and Berkshire both 
stand relatively high in rank, exhibiting, with Hampden and 
Norfolk, ratios above the average. 

In the constitutional division, Barnstable makes the largest 
proportionate return of deaths, Middlesex second, with Bristol 
and Plymouth third and fourth respectively. From local causes 
there were proportionately more deaths in Hampshire, and 
fewer in Hampden, than in the remaining counties. Dukes and 
Nantucket occupy the foremost rank in the developmental class, 
and Essex in its number of deaths from violence; whereas in

In the deaths from the zymotic diseases (Tnble 82), the ratio 
for 1883 was the smallest for any year since 1872, 1-2 percent, 
lower than in 1882, and 51 per cent, below that of the average 
for the past twelve years. 

The proportion for the constitutional class varies but little 
from year to year — that for 1883 being the lowest, with bat 
two exceptions in the above period, and very slightly below the 
average. On the contrary, the percentage of deaths from local 
causes was the highest for twelve years, and 6-2perccnt, above 
their mean. The developmental and violent classes were very 
near the average for the above period.

The mortality from the niDe moat prominent zymotic diseases, 
as exhibited ia Table 83, was lower in 1883 than in any of 
the past twelve years, the number of deaths being 1,266 less 
than the yearly average. 

Typhoid fever was less fatal by 149 deaths than the mean for 
the above period, and by 219 deaths less than in 1882, In 
1877, 1878 and 1879 only was there a smaller mortality from 
this disease. 

Croup, although exhibiting an increased number of deaths' ( 
over the statistics for 1882, nevertheless caused a smaller mor- \ 
tality, with this exception, than in any year since 1874, and 
slightly below the twelve years average. 

From diphtheria there were fewer deaths than in the previous^ 
year, the number having been surpassed also in every year, 
since 1875. 
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Scarlatina was more fatal than in either 1882 or 1881, but 
considerably below the average for the twelve years. 

The number of deaths from both whooping-cough and dysen- 
tery was the smallest in the above period. In cholera infantum 
also there was a gratifying decline in fatality, as compared with 
the average. 

The most marked decrease, however, in the number of deaths 
is observed in small-pox, which disease had, in 1883, a far 
smaller mortality than in any of the twelve years, with the ex- 
ception of 1878, and 96*9 per cent, less than the yearly mean. 

In measles alone, of the diseases mentioned in the table, 
was the number of deaths larger in 1883 than the average for 
the period under consideration — the increase amounting to 
51'7 per cent. It appears to have been unusually fatal in the 
past year, since it caused more deaths than were recorded in 
any year since 1873. 

One death was reported from leprosy.

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O? the conslilulional chss, consumption, the moBt prominen 
disease, caused 5,<J31 deaths in 1883, as compared with 5,8Sr 
in 1882, and 5,88(i in 1881. Although the number of death 
from this disease exceeded the average for the past ten yeart 
yet the mortality-rate for 1883 was -86 of one per cent, low^ 
than that for 1874, as may be learned in a subsequent table. 

From cancer, another iuiportimt disease of this class, thert 
occurred 1,026 deaths in 1883, or 222 more than the avera^ 
for ten years, 39 more than in 1882, and within 144 of twio< 
as many as toolc place in 1874. 

From these statii^tica it may be learned tliat, while both con- 
sumption and cancer are increasing in numerical fatality, at the 
same time the moi-tality-rate for the former is steadily decreas- 
ing, while that for the latter is progressively increasing. 

Of the deaths from local causes, those from the disorders of 
the bruin and nervous system have made a material advance in 
numbers since 1872. From apoplexy, the mortality was 204, 
from paralysis 149, from insanity 45, and from convulsions 
116 greater in 1883 than the avenige for twelve years. 

The Dumber of deaths from heart disease, bronchitis, pleu- 
risy and peritonitis has not been eqnailed since 1872, although 
in 1874 and 1875 the mortality from pleurisy was within one 
of that for the past year. The fatality of pneumonia was sur- 
passed but once (in 1880) during the above period. The 
deaths from Bright's disease are discussed at length in subse- 
quent tables. 

In the developmental cla/ts, the deaths from old age have in- 
creased 421 over the average for the past twelve years, and 
those of infants, both before and immediately after birth, 115 
over this mean. The mortality was slightly less, however, 
from the former cause in 1883, and in the latter but 40 greater 
than in the preceding year. 

The various accidents of pregnancy and labor were less fatal 
by 46 deaths than the twelve years average — child-birth hav- 
ing caused fewer deaths in 1883 than in any year mentioned in 
the table. The number of deaths from abortion was 3 less, and 
from puerperal convulsions 12 more than the mean for the above 
period. Adding the number of deaths from puerperal fever 
(127) to the aggregate of the fatal accidents mentioned above, 
the result gives, as a proportion, one death Ln ever^ 145-^ 
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labors, as compared with one in 140*5 in 1882, and one in 136'6 
in 1881. 

The mortality from the objectionable term •' teething" was 
noticeably lower than in any of the past twelve years. This 
would indicate that the returns are becoming more accurate in 
their classification of the causes of death, particularly since the 
frequency with which all such questionable expressions are re- 
corded, is progressively diminishing from year to year.

The total number of deaths from the pnncipal violent cauiea 
in 1883 was the largest in twelve years — the greatest increase 
over the average having heeii from railroad accidents, drowning 
and lost at sea, and from suicide. The mortality from the former 
cause, as well as from the latter, shows a progressive increase 
from year to year. Freezing was equally fatal with the 
twelve years mean, while from burns and scalds there 
was an increase over this avei'age. Heat was more destructive 
in its effects than at any time since 1873 — the year 1872 alone 
having had more deaths from this cause. There were but 7 
deaths from homicide — the lowest record for this cause in the 
above period; 76 from suffocation; 39 from x>oi3on ; 18 from 
exposure ; 14 fram strangulation. Four persons died from the 
effects of lightning, one each from the administration of chloro- 
form and chloral, and one from drinking iced milk. 
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By a study of Table 87 it may be seen that, of the twelve 
most prominent causes of death during the paat ton years, con- 
suDiption stands pre-eminently first in order in each year, and 
pneumonia second, except in 187B and 1877, when it ranked 
third. Heart diseases occupy the tliird position in 1883, 
although, as an average for the ten years, its rank is 4-8. 

Old age has about the same rank in each year of the decude, 
except that in 1880 it stood two below its position in 1883. 
Cholera infantum fell from the third place in 1874 to the fifth in 
1883, — the same change being observed between the latter year 
and 1882. 

Diphtheria, ranking sixth in 1881, 1882 and 1883, has under- 
gone several variations in its relative position in the ten years. 
Standing thirteenth in 1874, it rose to the second place in 1876 
and 1877, but fell to the fifth position in 1880, 

Cancer occupied the eleventh place in 1874 and 1876, the 
fouileenth in 1875 and the ninth in 1883, having advanced in 
the latter year from the tenth position in 1881 and 1882. 

Typhoid fever, which stands the lowest in order in 1883, has 
receded from the seventh rank in 1874. Rising from the first 
year of the decade to the eighth position in 1875, 1876 and 1877, 
it fell to the tenth in 1878 and thirteenth in 1879, again ad- 
vanced to the seventh in 1881 and 1882, and fell five places to 
its relative rank in the past year. 

The twelve leading causes of death represent 55'47 per cent, 
of the total mortality for 1883, as against 59-8 per cent, in 
1880 and 1882, and 59-98 per cent, in 1881, thus destroying 
the uniformity of the ratio observable for several years. 

The other leading causes of death in order, were as follows : — 
Apoplexy, 784; Bright's disease and nephritis, 770; convul- 
tions, 745 ; tabes mesenterica, 735 ; infantile, premature, etc., 
699; scarlatina, 575; croup, 530; enteritis, 523; diarrhoea, 
516; hydi-ocephalna, 466; drowned and lost at sea, 445; 
casualty, 443 ; brain diseases, 352 ; peritonitis, 339 ; dysentery, 
336 ; dropsy, 296 ; fractures and contusions, 289 ; erysipelas, 
261 ; whooping-cough, 137. 

These diseases were also prominent in 1882, although occupy- 
ing somewhat different positions. The most noticeable change 
in rank was in scarlatina, which advanced from the fourteenth 
place in 1882 to the sixth in 1883. Apoplexy occupied the first 
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place in the latter year but fourth in the former ; while Bright's 
disease took equal rank in both years. 

In proportion to the total mortality, consumption assumes 
the first rank in all the counties (Table 88), and pneumonia the 
second in ten out of the thirteen. Heart disease is very prom- 
inent in the third position, as well as old age to a lesser degree. 
In the fourth position also heart disease appears quite frequently, 
and in the fifth, paralysis is rather more noticeable than the 
other diseases mentioned.

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In tabulating the deaths from the most dcBtruotive five canaes, 
according to ages, as is shown in Table 89, it appears that, 
under the age of five, cholera infantum and pneumonia stand 
lirst and second in rank respectively, as they likewise did in 
1882. Cephalitis and convulaions come next in order, with 
diphtheria last — a relative rank which was reversed in the 
previous year. 

From 5 to 10, diphtheria and scarlet fever — diseases of in- 
fection — are the most prominent: cephalitis ranks third, and 
pneumonia and croup fourth and fifth, respectdvely. 

From 10 to 60, as is usual, consumption occupies the first 
position, reaching its highest mortality between 20 and 30 ; then 
gradually declining in frequency up to the age of 60, when it 
ceaaes to appear in the leading place. 

From 10 to 15, diphtheria, typhoid fever, heart disease and 
scarlet fever rank second, third, fourth and fifth respectively. 

From 15 to 30, typhoid fever occupies the second place, 
pneumonia the third, and heart disease the fourth. 

Childbirth is the Sfth in fatality between 20 and 30, as 
it also was in 1882. 

From 30 to 50 pneumonia is, next to consumption, the most 
fatal disease, and heart disease the third. 

Cancer holds the fourth position between 50 and 70, and pneu- 
monia the third between 60 and 80, Both of these diseases, 
together with old age, paralysis and apoplexy become prominent 
after 60.

Brain Diseases, — Three thousand five hundred and sixty- 
two deaths occurred fi-om disorders of the brain — 1,845 males 
and 1,717 females. Of this number, 495 males and 561 females 
died from paralysis ; 596 males and 469 females from oephalitis ; 
41S males and 372 females from apoplexy; 87 males and 96 
females from insanity ; 74 males and 48 females from softening 
of the brain; 181 males and 171 females from unspecified dis- 
eases. 

From apoplexy and paralysis, taken together, there occurred 
546 deaths between 70 and 80 ; 436 between 60 and 70 ; 395 
over 80 ; 253 between 50 and 60 ; 142 between 40 and 50 ; 84 
between 30 and 40 ; 74 under 30 ; 18 under 5. As compared 
with the previous two years, it would seem that the fatality of 
these diseases was increasing in the period of life under 40. 

But little additional information can be obtained from Table 
94, beyond what has already been imparted in previous tables. 
One cannot but be impressed however, by a comparison of 
Tables 94 and 93, with the striking increase in the number of 
deaths from the diseases of the brain in the last twenty-four 
years, an increase amounting to 48-9 per cent, over the avei'age 
for this period. Comparing the statistics of 1883 with those 
for 1860, since which year there has been almost unbroken 
advance in the mortality from brain disorders, it will be found 
that there has been the astonishing increase of 156-9 per cent. 
in the uumber of such deaths, as against an estimated increase 
of 61-2 per cent, in the population. 

Over 1882 the advance equals 4-9 per cent., while the popu- 
lation is estimated to have increased 2-2 per cent. 

In the same period apoplexy has advanced 229-4 per cent, in 
its mortality, paralysis 162-6, and iusauity 157-7 per cent.

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BrighCs Disease. — Much iittereBt centres in the study of the 
deaths from this disease, on account of the increased frequency 
of their occurrence. Undoubtedly a portion of this increase, 
asi noted ia the returns, is due to an improved recognition of 
the affection, and yet, on the other hand, it must be considered 
that certain deaths are reported as from other diseases, which 
should be rightly attributed to the disorder in question. 

By reference to Table 96, it will be seen that 582 deaths 
occurred from Bright's disease in 1883, as compared with 140 
in 1871 and 571 in 1882. In other words, the mortality has 
increased 315*7 per cent, in the last fourteen years, and 62-1 
per cent, over their average, or in proportion to the total mor- 
tality, 1^04 per cent. 

Of the various counties, it is found that the greatest increase 
over the average for the fourteen years occurred in Berkshire, 
and next in Bristol — the percentage of increase for the former 
being 200 per cent., and that for the latter 174 per cent. 
Leaving out of the calculation Dukes and Nantucket, in which 
counties there were no deaths in 1883, Hampden presents the 
lowest ratio of advance, while in Franklin the mortality was 
the same as the average. 
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Table 97 shows the yearly death-rates from Bright's disease 
for ten years. It will be noticed, upon an analysis of these 
statistics, thfit, with the exception of 1875, when the mortality 
fell 6 below the record of the previous year, there has been a 
steady advance not only in the number of deaths, but also in 
the rates, since 1871. Of the various counties, the highest 
aggregate death-rate per 10,000 for the ten years is found in 
SuflFolk (33-71), and the lowest in Franklin (8-70). The 
remaining counties stand in the following order : — 

Plymouth, 22-07 ; Middlesex, 18-55; Norfolk, 16-66; Wor- 
cester, 14-75 ; Essex, 14-66 ; Dukes and Nantucket, 13-23 ; 
Hampshire, 12-80; Bristol, 12-57; Barnstable, 11-57; Hamp- 
den, 10-49 ; Berkshire, 10-00. 

In relation to the total mortality in each county for ten years, 
it will be seen by Table 98, that Bristol presents the greatest 
ratio of increase over the average, while in Franklin and Hamp- 
den there has been a decrease in the proportions. 
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Seasons and Sex. — Of the total number of deaths, which 
occurred from Bright'a disease ia 1883, 40 -49 per cent, took place 
in the first half of the year, and 50-51 in the secondhalf. These 
proportions are in striking uniformity with the statistics for the 
past tea years, which give 50-09 per cent, and 49-01 per cent, 
for the two periods, respectively. It is thus shown that the 
seasons have uo effect upon the fatality of the disorder, although 
both in 1883 and in the ten years period the percentage for 
the third quarter was slightly in excess of that for the others. 
The lowest ratio is found in the first quarter in 1883, and in 
the fourth quarter of the decade (Tables J)8 and DO). Fifty- 
seven and one-tenth per cent. (57-1) of the decedents in the 
past year were males, and in the ten years period, 58-4 per cent.

Tabuktiog the number of deaths aocordiog to ages, it is found 
that, in 1883, 21 '99 per cent, of the total number occurred 
between the ages of 60 and 70 ; 14-77 per cent, between 50 and 
60 ; 14-09 per cent, between 40 and 50 ; 12 89 per cent. 
between 70 and 80 ; 4-46 per cent, over 80, or a total of 68-20 
per cent, for the period of life over 40. 

This order of fatality differs but very slightly from that ex- 
hibited for the past ten years, as shown in Table 102. For the 
decade, the proportion of male deaths exceeded that of females 
in every period of life, with the exception of those between 5 
and 10 and between 20 and 30. Over 80 this excess was more 
than two to one in favor of the males. During 1883, the ratio 
of mortality among males, as compared with females, was the 
greatest between the age^of 60 and 70, while between 30 and 
40 the mortality was the largest among females. From 5 to 
10 there were no male deaths recorded. For all ages the pro- 
portion of deaths of males to every one hundred deaths of fe- 
males was 132-8 for 1883, and 140-4, as the average for the past 
ten years.

The diflFerent diarrhceal diseases, classed together, caused 309 
fewer deaths than in 1882, but 27 more than the average for 
ten years. They formed 9 per cent, of the total mortality for 
the year, or 1-1 percent, less than in 1882, and 1-2 percent, less 
than in 1880. As compared with 1881, the ratio was -2 of one 
per cent, higher. 

Following the course of inTestigation which has been pursued 
in England, the subjoined table has been prepared to show the 
effect of meteorological changes upon the diarrboeal diseases. 
Although comparatively little information can be derived from 
a study of the statistics for a few years, yet they furnish the 
commencement of what may hereafter prove to be of great 
interest. 

It witl be noticed by an analysis of Table 106, that the high- 
est annual rate of mortality' from the diarrhteal diseases, in the 
third or summer quarter, occurred in 1882, and the next 
highest in 1880. In both these years the mean temperature for 
this quarter was higher than in the corresponding period of the 
other years, the ranges, however, having been greater in 1880. 
The mean of the barometer was the highest in 1882, and next in 
1880, while the greatest mean humidity was recorded in 1881, 
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and the lowest in 1882. The largest mean rain-fall in inches 
(5'43) occurred in 1882, as compared with 1*54 inches in 1883. 
It would therefore appear that the mortality from the diarrhoeal 
diseases, as far at least as can be learned from the table, in- 
creased in a ratio, corresponding to the elevation in the tempera- 
ture and rise of the barometer, associated with a decrease in the 
humidity of the atmosphere.

Consumption. — Thia disease caused 5,931 deaths in 1883, 
of which number 2,654 were malea and 3,277 females. This is 
eqjial to an estimated rate of 2-99 per thouaaud, or -02 of one 
per cent, less than in the previoua year, '12 of oue per cent, 
less than io 1882, and -05 of one per cent, less than in 1881. 

As compared with the statistics of former years, it appears 
that, although the mortality was greater during the preceding 
year, by 66 deaths, than in 1882, and by 377 deaths over the 
average for the past ten years, yet, in proportion to the total 
mortality (Table 108), there was a decrease, iu comparison 
with both the above periods. This decrease is more or less 
marked in most of the comities, although the variations frona 
year to year are comparatively slight. Barnstable shows the 
highest ratio to its total mortality, and Berkshire the lowest; 
while Middlesex, Plymouth and Bristol staud relatively very 
high. 
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Tables 109 and 110 show approximately the relation between 
the mortality from consumption and the nativity of the popula- 
tion. By a study of these statistics, it will be noticed that the 
percentage for the State of the native-born population was, by 
the U. S. census of 1880, 50-61, while the percentage of native 
deaths in 1883 was 65*54. It will be still further observed 
that the rate of mortality, per 1,000, among the native-born 
population was 4-31, as compared with 2-56 among those of 
foreign parentage. 

In analyzing the statistics of the various counties in their 
relation to each other, it is found that Suffolk, while it stands 
the lowest in rank in its proportion of native-born population, 
occupies the first position in its ratio of native deaths to this 
population, and that Dukes and Nantucket, with the largest 
percentage of native born population, is eighth in rank in the 
ratio of mortality, Hampden exhibits a ratio which is twelfth 
in native population, and third in the number of deaths ; Mid- 
dlesex, eleventh and first in comparison ; Bristol, tenth and fifth ; 
Worcester, ninth andfourth ; Berkshire, eighth and ninth ; Essex, 
seventh and third; Norfolk, sixth and seventh; Hampshire, 
fifth and tenth ; Franklin, fourth and twelfth ; Plymouth, third 
and sixth ; Barnstable, second and eleventh. 

The relative rank of the counties, in their percentages and 
proportionate mortality for the native-born population, as com- 
pared with the foreign born, is much more uniform, although 
Dukes and Nantucket, which stand first in respect to the 
former ratio, occupy the tenth place in reference to the 
latter. 

Computing the death rate for the foreign born population, it 
appears that Suffolk and Bristol take the same rank as in the 
percentage of this population, and that Berkshire stands sixth 
in the order of the latter, but thirteenth in that of the former. 
The relative order of the remaining counties is tolerably uni- 
form, not only in the above relations, but also in the ratio of 
deaths for the foreign, as compared with the native bom

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Table 111 shows the mortality by sex and age for ten years, 
and Table 112 that for 1883, the relative proportions between 
the different periods of life differing but little in the two tabula- 
tions. Over 60 per cent, of the total number of d^ths are seen to 
occur between 20 and 50, the mortality reaching its maximum, 
however, between 20 and 30. In analyzing the ten years' table, it 
will be seen that under five years the male deatlis predominate, 
in the proportion of 103*8 to every one hundred deaths ot 
females. From 5 to 50 the mortality among females is in ex- 
cess, — the largest relative proportion being reached between 
10 and 15, at which period there were in the ten years average 
but 33*8 male deaths to one hundred deaths of females. 
Between 50 and 70, the deaths of males exceed those of females, 
in the proportion of 109*7 to 100. In the first fifteen years of 
life, the relative ratio of male deaths decreases, then gradually 
increasing up to 70, falls again after this period. The statistics 
for 1883 show very nearly similar results.

Diphtheria and Croup. — Table 116 shows that 1,621 deaths 
occurred from these diseases, taken together, in 1883, as com- 
pared with 1,771 in the previous year. In all the counties, 
with the exception of Berkshire and Dukes and Nantucket, 
there was a decrease in the mortality, which was most marked 
in Franklin. The approximate rate per 10,000 for the year is 
2*7 for croup, and 5*5 for diphtheria, — or 8*2 for both together, 
a rate which is '9 of one per cent, lower than that for 1882, 
and 1-5 per cent, lower than the average for twenty-five years. 
In proportion to the total mortality, the ratio is -49 of one per 
cent, below the above average. 

The sexes were very evenly divided, the deaths of males 
representing a percentage of 50*03. As usual, the largest 
ratio of mortality (32-8 per cent.) occurred in the fourth 
quarter, and in relation to the different periods of life, below 
the age of five.

Dysentery caused 336 deaths, or 62 fewer than in 1882, and 
34 less than in 1881. Of this number, 64 took place in July, 95 
in August and 83 in Septetnber, — equal in the aggregate to 72 
per cent, of the total mortality. One hundred and forty-one 
deaths were of children under five years of age ; 40 occurred 
between 70 and 80 ; 38 over 80; 24 between 60 and 70; 22

Pneumonia caused 3,045 deaths iu 1883, or 113 more than 
in the previous year, which is equal to an estimated rate of 
15-3 per 10,000 of the population, as compared with the same 
rate in 1882, 15-8 in 1881, and 11-2 in 1871. Of the various 
counties, there was an increased number of deaths in Bristol, 
Dukes and Nantucket, Fi-anklin, Hampshire, Suffolk and Woiv 
cester over the previous year, and a decrease in the others. 
The greatest ratio of increase is observed in Dukes and Nan-, 
tucket. In proportion to the total mortality, the State as a 
whole exhibits a ratio of 8-07 per cent., or -31 of one per cent, 
over the average for ten years. Hampshire stands the first in 
order in the above proportion, with a percentage of 12-52, and 
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Dukes and Nantucket, the lowest, with one of 6'92. The rank 
of the remaining counties is as follows : — 

Franklin, 10*70 percent. ; Berkshire, 10'02 per cent. ; Hamp- 
den, 8*78 per cent. ; Worcester, 8*50 per cent. ; Suffolk, 80'06 
per cent. ; Middlesex, 7-72 per cent. ; Bristol, 7'66 per cent. ; 
Norfolk, 7*65 percent. ; Plymouth, 7*22 per cent. ; Essex, 7-02 
per cent. ; Barnstable, 6*92 per cent. For a period often years 
the highest average ratio is found in Franklin, and the lowest 
in Dukes and Nantucket. It thus appears that this disease is 
relatively more fatal in the Valley and Western divisions of the 
State. 
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In rel&tioD to the different periods of life, it will lie seen thafc ' 
the highest mortality occurs nmler five years of age, and, to & 
lesser degree, between 60 and 80. That is, the disease is pro- 
portionably more fatal in the two extremea of life.

There were 575 deaths from scarlet fever in 1883, as against 
318 in 1882, with an estimated rate per 10,000 of 2-9, in 
parison with 6-5 for the average of the past twenty-two yeara. 
This rate is lower than in any year of the above period, with 
the exception of 1877, 1878, 1881, and 1882. The highest 
ratio occurred in 1864, 

Suffolk County exhibits the highest percentage of increase 
over the previous year, while in Dukes and Nantucket no deaths 
from this disease took place in either year. 

Of the 575 deaths, 275 were of males and 300 of females; 
336 or 58'4 occurred in children under the age of live; 168 
between 5 and 10 ; 37 between 10 and 15 ; 16 between 15 and 
20; 12 between 20 and 30; 4 between 30 and 40. In two 
cases the age was not reported. Sixty-eight of the deaths 
took place in April ; 62 iu May ; 57 in June ; 53 in December ; 
51 in March; 50 in November; 48 each in January, February 
and October; 34 in August; 30 in September; 26 in July. 
Fifty-eight and eight-tenths jier cent. (58-8) occurred in the 
first half of the year, as compared with 46-8 per cent, in the 
previous year.

Typhoid Fever. — Eight hundred and sixty (860) deatba 
tvokplace in 1883 — equal to 2-28 per cent, of the total mor- 
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tality for the year, and to a rate of 4-3 per 10,000 of the esti- 
mated population, or S-i) per cent, less than the average for 
nty-elx years. Only three times in the above period has the 
mortality been less; viz., in 1877, 1878 and 1871). 

Four hundred and fifty-four deaths were among males and 
406 among females, distributed as a total, through the 
ions periods of life, in the proportion of 29-3 per cent. 
between 20 and 30 ; 17-3 per cent, between 15 and 20; 11-7 
per cent, between 30 and 40 ; 41-7 for the remainder. 

The highest mortality occurred in September, which has a 
record of 137 deaths, and the lowest (30 each) in June and 
July. There were, in order, 113 deaths in October; lOi 
August ; 92 in November ; 85 in December ; 7 1 in January ; 49 
each in April and May ; 44 in March ; 39 in February. Twenty- 
nine per cent. (29) of the total number occurred in September 
and October. 

Uy an analysis of Table 127 it may be learned, that there was, 
during 1883, a decrease more or less marked in the mor- 
tality, as compared with the average for fifteen years. The 
greatest ratio of decrease was in Bijrnstable, although iuDukea 
■ and Nantucket there occurred no deaths in the past year. The 
proportionate decrease for the State is equal to 21-9 per cent. 

In consideration of these facts, and with the assurance that 
the number of deaths has materially diminished during the 
last eight years, as compared with the remaining seven years of 
the period under discussion, one cannot but feel that a better 
understanding of sanitary laws, and the more rigid enforcement 
of them — results which are in a great measure due to the ex- 
ertions of the State Board of Health — have brought about this 
marked improvement in the mortality from typhoid fever — 
a disorder, which stands as the type of the ao called "filth 
diseases."

Whooping-Cough. — Of the 147 deaths which took place in 
the State, the largest ratio, in proportion to the total mortality 
in each county, was in Hampshire, with Hampden second. 
Essex also stands relatively very high in rank, while in Barn- 
stable and Dukes and Nantucket there were no deaths. One 
hundred and twenty-nine, or 95 per cent, of the total number, 
were in children below the age of 5, whereas the oldest decedent 
was between 20 and 30. There were 20 deaths in August ; 14 in 
March and December respectively ; 13 in April ; 12 each in May 
and June ; 11 in January ; 10 in February ; 9 in October ; 8 
each in July and September ; 6 in November. 

Fifly-eight (58) males and 79 females succumbed to the dis- 
ease — an increased proportion for the latter sex, which cannot 
be readily explained.

ta'CEEXIKG THE KEGISTKATIOS OF BIIITES, MAIIEIAGES AH) DEATHS. 

[public Statntes— Cbapler 32.] 
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Section 1. The clerk of each city and town shall receive or obtain, 
"and record and index, the following facts coDcerning tlie births, mai- 
riages and deaths therein, separately numbering and recording the 
eame in the order in which he receives them, designating in separate 
columes aa follows : — 

In the rocord of births, the date of birth, the place of birth, the 

^Bame of the child, (if it has any,) the sex and color of the eliild, 

^the names and the places of birth of the parents, the occupation of 

father, the residence of the parents, and the date of the record ; 

In the record of marriages, the date of the marriage, the place oC 
marriage, the name, residence, and ofHcial station of the i>ersoQ by 
"whom married, the names and the places of birth of the parties, the 
Tesidence of each, the age and color of each, the condition of each, 
(whether single or widowed,) tlie occupation, the names of the par- 
<Nits, and the date of the record. 

In the record of deaths, the date of the death, the name of the 
deceased, the sex, the color, the condition, (whether single, widowed, 
or married,) the ofre, the residence, the occupation, the place of 
death, the place of birth, the names and places of birth of the par- 
ents, the disease or cause of death, the place of burial, and the date 
of the record. 

Sect. 2. Parents shall give notice to the clefk of their city or 
town of the births and deaths of their children ; every householder 
shall give like notice of eveiy birth and death happening in his house ; 
the eldest person next of kin shall give sneh notice of the death of 
lis kindred ; the keeper of a workhouse, house of correction, prison, 
hospital, or almshouse, except the state almshouse, and the master 
or other commanding officer of a ship, shall give like notice of every 
birth and death happening among the persons under his charge. 
Whoever neglects to give such notice for the space of six montha 
after a birth or duath shall forfeit a sum not exceeding five dollars. 

Sect. S. a physician yho has attended a person during his last 
lUnesa shall, when rcquesteci within fifteen days after the decease of 



such person, forthwith furuish for registi-ation a cortiBoate of tliQ 
duration of the last sickncse, the disease of which the peraou died, 
and the date of his decease, a^ ucarly as he can state the same. If a 
physician refuses or neglects to make such certiticate, he sliall forfeit 
ten dollars to the nse of the town iu which he resides. 

Sect. 4. Every sexton, undertaJier, or other person having charge 
of a buriai-gi'ouud, and every undertaker or superintendent of burials 
having charge of tlie fnnei'al rites preliminary to the interment of a 
human body, shall forthwith obtain and return to the clerk of the city 
or town in which the deceased resided, or tlic death occun'ed, the facts 
required by this chapter to bo recorded by said odicer coueerning the 
deceased, and the pei-son making such return shall receive from his 
city or town the fee of twenty-live cents therefor. 

Sect. 5. No human body shall be buried or removed from any 
city or town until a proi>er eertifieate has been given by the clei-k or 
registrar to tiie undertaker, sexton, or other person perfui-ming the 
burial or removing the body. Such certificate shall state that the 
facts required by this chapter have been returned and recorded ; and 
no clerk or registi-ar shall give such certificate or burial permit until 
the certiiicato of the cause of deatli has been obtained from the physi- 
cian, if any, in attendance at the last sickness of the deccasccl, and 
placed in tiie liauds of said clerk or registrar ( and in cities and towns 
where tiiere are boanls of health, the certificate of tlie cause of death 
shall also bo approved by such board before a permit to bury is given 
by the registrar or clerk. Upon application, the chairman of the 
. board of health, or any physician employed by any city or town for 
such purpose, shall sign the certificate of the cause of death to the 
best of his knowledge and belief, if there has been no pliysician in 
attendance. He shall also sign such certificate, ui)on application, in 
case of death by dangerous contagious disease, or in any other event 
when the ceititicate of tlie attending physician cannot for good aad 
SufUcient reasons be early enough obtained. In cose of death by 
violence, tlie medical examiner attending shall furnish the requisite 
medical certiUcatc. Any peraon violating the provisions of this sec- 
tion shall be punished by fine not exceeding twenty-five dollars. * 

Sect. G. The iK)ards of health of towns and the mayor and alder- 
men of cities sliall, on or before the fiist day of July in each year, 
license a suitable number of undertakers to take charge of the funeral 
I'ites preliminaiy to the intorment of a human body. 

Sect. 7. Physicians and midwives shall on or before the fifth day 
of each month report to the clerk of each city and town, except Bos- 
ton, a correct list of all children born therein during the month nest 
preceding at the birth of which they were present, stating the place 
and date of each birth, and the parents' names. 

Sect, 8. The clerk of each city and town shall give public notice 
that he is prepared to furnish, to all physicians and midwives apply- ' 
ing therefor, blanks for returns under the preceding section. 

Sect. 9. Any physician or midwife neglecting to rejxirt such list 
for ten days after it is due shall for each olTence forfeit a sum not 
exceeding twenty dollars.

AN ACT IN RELATION TO THE RETURNS OF BIRTHS BY PHYSICIANS 

AND MIDWIVES. # 

Be it enacted^f etc.^ as follows: 

Section 1. Section seven of chapter thirty-two of the Public 
Statutes is amended so as to read as follows: "Section 7. Physi- 
cians and midwives shall, on or before the fifth day of each month, 
report to the clerk of each city or town, except Boston, a correct 
list of all children, born therein during the month next preceding, at 
whose birth they were present, stating the date and place of each 
birth, the name of the child (if it has any), the sex and color of the 
child, the name, place of *bui;h and residence of the parents, and the 
occupation of the father. The fee of the physician or midwife shall 
be twenty-five cents for each birth so reported, and shall be paid by 
the city or town in which the report is made." 

Sect. 2. This act shall take effect upon its passage. [^Approved 
May 5, 1883. 



LAWS CONCEENING DIYOECE. 

[Public Statates, Chapter 146.] 
CAUSES FOR DIVORCE. 

Section 1 . A divorce from the bond of matrimony may be decreed 
for adultery, impotency, extreme cruelty, utter desertion continued for 
three consecutive years next prior to the filing of the libel, gi'oss and 
confirmed habits of intoxication, cruel and abusive treatment, or, on 
the libel of the wife, when the husband, being of suflScient ability, 
grossly or wantonly and cruelly refuses or neglects to provide suitable 
maintenance for her. 

Sect. 2. Such divorce may also be decreed when either party has 
separated from the other- without his or her consent and has united 
with a religious sect or society that professes to believe the relation of 
husband and wife void or unlawful, and has continued united with 
such sect or society for three years, refusing during that term to co- 
habit with the other party ; or when either party has been sentenced 
to confinement at hard labor for life or for five years or more in the 
state prison or in a jail or house of correction ; and after a divorce 
for such cause, no pardon granted to the party so sentenced shall 
restore such pai*tj to his or her conjugal rights.

Sect. U, The recoi-d of the town clerk relative to a birth, mar- 
riage, or deatlt, ahall l»e prima facie evidence, in legal proceedings, 
tlie facte reeoifled. A certificate, signed by the town clerk for tliefj 
time 1)etng, shall be admissible as evidence of sucli record. 

Sect. 12. The clerk of each city and town, (except in such citli 
and towns as choose a registrar, in whidi caseB the provisions of tliia 
section shall apply to ttie registrar,) for receiving or obtaining, re- 
cording, indexir^, and returning the facts relating to marriages, 
birtlis, and deaths occuiTing tlierein, shall be entitled to receive fram 
the city or town for each marriage, fifteen cents ; for each birtli, fifty 
cents ; for each dcatli returned to him by tlie persons speciflod in sec- 
tions two, tbi-ee, and four, twenty cents for each of tlie first twenty 
entiies, and ten cents for eacli subsequent entry ; for eacli death not 
BO retunied, but by liini obtained and recorded, thirty-flve cents, aa 
the same shall be certified by the secretary.of the commonwealth ; but 
a city or town containing more than ten tliousand inhabitanla may 
limit tlie aggregate compensation allowed to their clerk or registrar. 
He shall forfeit not less than twenty nor more than one liundred 
dollai-B for each refusal or neglect to perform any duty required 
of him by sections one, two, three, four, ten, twelve, fooi-tecn, six- 
teen, and eighteen. 

Sect. 13. The superintendent of the state almshouse shall obtain, 
record, and make return of the facts in relation to the biitJis and deaths 
irhicb occur in his institution, in like manner as is required of town 
clerks. The clerk cf a town in which such almshouse is located sliall, 
in relation to the births and deaths of persons in said almshouse, be 
exempt from the duties otherwise required of him by this chapter. 

Sect. 14. The secretai^ shall at the expense of the commonwealth 
prepare and furnish to tlie clerks of the several cities and towns, ^nd 
h> the superintendent of the state almshouse, blank books of suit- 
able quality and size to be used as books of record under this chapter, 
blank books for indexes thereto, and blank forms for returns, on paper 
Of uniform size ; and shall accompany the same with such iustructiona 
and explanations as may be necessary and useful. City and town 
clerks shall make such distribution of blank forms of returns fuiTiisbed 
by the secretary as he shall direct. 

Sect. 15. The secretai^ shall cause the returns received by hini 
for each year to be bound together in one or more volumes with 
indexes thereto. He shall prepare from the returns such tabular 
results as will render them of practical utility, make report thereof 
annually to the general court, and do all other acts necessary to carry 
into effect the provisions of this chapter. 

Sect. 1G. A city or town containing more than ten thousand 
inhabitants may choose a person other than the clerk to be registrar, 
who shall be sworn, and to whom all the pi-ovisions of this chapter 
coQceming clerks shall apply. The returns and notices required to 
be made and given to clerks sball be made and given to such registrar 
under like penalties. 

Sect. 17. The secretary of the commonwealth shall prosecute, by I 
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an action of tort in tlie name of the commonwealth, for the recoveiji^fl 
of any penitlty or forfeiture imiwscd by sections two, three, twelve,,/ 
sixteen, and eighteen. 

Sect, 18. A city or town may make rules and regulations to 1 
enforce the provisions of this chapter, or to secure a more perfect I 
registratiOQ of births, marriages, and deatbs therein.

Sect. 2. No woman shall marry her father, grandfather, son, J 
gi-andson, step-father, brother, grandmother's husband, daughter'iJ 
husband, granddaughter's husband, husband's father, husband'tfJ 
grandfalJIier, husband's son, husband's grandson, brother's son," ' 
sister's son, father's brother, or mother's brother. 

Sect. 3. In all cases in which the relationship mentioned in the 
two preceding sections is founded on marriage, the prohibition shall 
continue notwithstanding the dissolution by death or divorce of the 
marri^c on which such relationship is founded, unless tl)e divorce !a 
for a cause which shows such marriage to have been originally unlaw- 
ful or void. 

Sect. 4. All marriages contracted while either of the parties has 
a former wife or husband living, except as is provided in chapter one 
hundred and forty-six, shall be void. 

Sect, 5. No insane peiBon or idiot shall be capable of contracting 
marrii^e. J 

Sect. G. No magisti'ate or minister shall solemnize a marriage, I 
Tvben he has reasonable cause to suppose the male to be under the age I 
of twenty-one yeare or tlie female to be under the age of eighteen.^ 
years, except witli tbe consent of the parent or guardian having tliefl 
custody of the minor, if there is any such parent or guardian in thai 
commonwealth competent to act. ■ 

Sect. 7. Every marriage, solemnized within this commonwealth, 1 
■which is prohibited on account of consanguinity or affinity betweea I 
tbe parties, or on account of either of them having a former wife or I 
husband living, or when either party was insane or an idiot, shall be I 
void without a decree of divorce or other legal process. I 

Sect. 8. Every marriage solemnized when either party was under I 
the age of consent shall be similarly void, if the parties separate dur- M 
ing such nonage, and do not afterwards cohabit. I 

Sect. 9. The validity of a marriage shall not be questioned in the I 




trial of a collateral issue on account of the insanity or idiocj' of eitheP 
party, but auch question Bhall only be raised in a process instituted ttf 
te^ such validity in the lifetime of both parties. 

Sect. 10. When pei-sons resident in this common wo alth, in order 
to evade any of the provisions of the fii'st five sections of this chapter, 
and vith an intention of retumiug to reside in this commoo wealth, 
go into another state or coimtry and there have tiieir marriage solem- 
nized, and afterwards return and reside here, the marriage shall be 
deemed void in this commonwealth. 

Sect. 11. Wlien the validity of a raarriage is donbtcd, either party 
may file a libel for anunlliug such marriage, or, when the validity of a 
marriage is denied or doubted by eitlier party, the other party may 
file a libel for affirming the same. Such libel shall be tiled tu the 
same manner as a libel for divorce, and all the provisions of chapter 
one hundred and forty-six relative to libels for divorce, and section 
twenty-four of said chapter relative to the powers of the court ia 
relation tliereto, shall, so far as applicable, apply bi libels under this 
section. Utxin proof of tlie nullity or validity of tlie marriage, it 
Bhall be declared void or affirmed by a decree of the court, and such 
decree of nullity may be made notwitlistonding tJie marriage was

, CAEE, ETC., OF ISSUT. OF VOID MARRIAGES. 

Sect. 12. The issue of a marriage declared void on account of 
consanguinity or afBnity between the parties shall be deemed to ba 
illegitimate. 

Sect. 13. The issue of a marriage declared void on account of 
the non^e, insanity, or idiocy of either parly shall be deemed to be 
the legitimate issue of tlic parent who was capable of contracting tLe 
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Sect. 14. When a marriage is declared void on account of a prior 
marriage of either party, and it appears that the second marriage was 
contracted in good faith and with the full belief of the parties tiiat the 
former husband or wife was dead, that fact shall be stated in the de- 
cree, and the issue of the second marriage, born or begotten before 
the commencement of the suit, shall he deemed to he the legitimate 
issue of the parent capable of contracting the marriage. 

Sect. 15. Upon or after a decree of nullity the court shall have 
siiuilur |Kiwer to make orders concerning the care, custody, and mainte- 
nance of the minor children of the parties as upon a decree of divorce. 

NOTICE OF INTENTION OF MAERIAGE. 

Sect. 16. Persona intending to be joined in marriage in this com- 
monwealtb shall before their marriage cause notice of their intention 
to lie entei'cd in the office of the clerk or registrar of the city or town 
in which they respectively dwell, or, if they do not dwell within thq 
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commonwealth, in the office of the clerk* or registrar of the city or 
town in whicli they propose to have the marriage solemnized. If 
there is no such clerk or registrar in the place of their residence, the 
entry shall be made in an adjoining city or town. 
. Skct. 17. The clerk or registrar shall deliver to the parties a cer- 
tificate under his hand, specifying the time when notice of the inten- 
tion of marriage was entered with him, together with all facts in 
relation to the marriage which are required by law to be ascertained 
and recorded, except those respecting the pereon by whom the mar- 
riage is to be solemnized. Such certificate shall be delivered to the 
minister or magistrate before whom the marriage is to be contracted, 
before he proceeds to solemnize the same. 

Sect. 18. If a clerk or registrar issues such certificate to a male 
under the age of twenty-one years, or to a female under the age of 
eighteen years, when he has reasonable cause to suppose the person ta 
be under such age, except upon the application or consent in writing 
of the parent, master, or guardian of such person, he shall forfeit a 
sum not exceeding one hundred dollars; but if there is no parent,^ 
master, or guardian in this commonwealth competent to act, a cer- 
tificate may be issued without such application or consent. 

Sect. 19. The clerk or registrar may require of any person apply- 
ing for such certificate an aflSdavit setting foith the age of the parties ; 
which aflSdavit shall be sworn to before a justice of the peace, and 
shall be suflBcient proof of age tp authorize the issuing of the certificate* 

Sect. 20. Whoever, when applying for such a certificate, wilfully 
makes a false statement in relation to the age, residence, parent, 
master, or guardian of either of the parties intending marriage, shall 
forfeit a sum not exceeding two hundred dollars. 

Sect. 21. When a marriage is solemnized in another state be- 
tween parties living in this commonwealth, and they return to dwell 
here, they shall within seven days after their return file with the clerk 
or registrar of the city or town where either of them lived at the time 
a certificate or declaration of their marriage, including the facts con- 
cerning marriages required by law ; and for every neglect so to do 
they shall forfeit ten dollars. 

BY WHOM AND IIOW 3IARRIAGE MAY BE SOLEMNIZED. 

Sect. 22. A marriage may be solemnized by a justice of the peace 
or by a minister of the gospel, ordained according to- the usage of 
his denomination, who resides in the commonwealth and continues to 
perform the functions of his oflSce ; but every marriage shall be sol- 
emnized in the city or town in which the person solemnizing it 
resides, or in which one or both of the persons to be married reside. 

Sect. 23. A marriage among the people called Friends or Quakers 
may be solemnized in the manner heretofore used and practised in 
their societies. 

Sect. 24. Every justice of the peace, minister, and clerk or 

keeper of the records of a meeting wherein marriages among Friends 

or Quakers are solemnized shall make a record of each marriage 

solemnized before him, or in such meeting, and of all facts relating 

to the marriage which are required by law to be recorded. He shaU

AN ACT CONCERNING STATISTICS OF DIVORCE, 
Be it enacted, etc., as follows: 

Section 1. The clerks of courts for the several counties, aniS of 
the supreme judicial court for the county of SufEolk, shall, annually, 
during the month of February, make returns to the secretary of the 
Commonwealth in relation to libels for divorce in theii- respective 
counties for the calendar year nest preceding. Such returns shall 
specify the following details : the number of libels pending at the be- 
ginning of the year ; the number of libels filed within the year ; the 
number of divorces granted ; the number of divorces refused ; the 
number of libels contested ; the number of libels uncontested ; the 
alleged cause for divorce in each case ; the sex of the libellant and 
the length of time the paities have been married ; and the number 
of cases in which notice has been given to the distiict-attorney for 
prosecution under section forty-four of chapter one hundred and 
forty-six of the Public Statutes, and the criminal offence for which 
divorce has been granted in such cases. 

Sect. 2. The secretary shall furaiah the said clerks of courts 
with suitable blank forms for the returns provided for in the preced- 
ing section. 

Sect. 3, The secretary shall annually prepare from said returns 
full and complete abstractfl and tabular statements of the facts relat- 
ing to divorces for each county, and embody such abstracts and 
statements, with necessary analyses, in the annual reports to tha 
legislature relating to the registry of births, deaths and marriages. 

Sect. 4. The first return to be made under this act shall include 
the details specified in section one, so for as practicable, for the 
years eighteen hundred and seventy-nine, eighteen hundred and

A divorce from the bond of matrimony may be de- 
creed for any of the causes allowed by law, notwithstanding the fact 
that the libellee has been cootinuously absent for such a period of 
time and under such circumstances as would raise a presumption of 
death.

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Sect. 3. When a divorce from bed and board nnder laws hereto* 
fore in force or a divorce nisi has been decreed and the parties have' 
lived separately for thi-ee consecutive years next after the decree, 
divorce from the bonds of matrimony may be decreed upon the peti- 
tion of the party in whose favor the previous decree was gi'anted ; 
and when the parties have lived separately for five consecutive yeai's 
next after such decree, a divorce from the bond of matrimony may 
be decreed in favor of either party. 

Sect. 4. Except as provided in the following section, no divorce 
shall be decreed if the parties have never lived together as husband 
and wife in the commonwealth ; nor shall a divorce be decreed for a 
canse occurring in another state or country, unless, before such canse 
occurred, the parties had lived together as husband and wife in the 
commonwealth, and one of them lived in the commonwealth at the 
time when the cause occun-ed. 

When the libellant has resided in the commonwealth for 
five years next preceding the filing of the libel, or, if the pai-ties 
were inhabitants of the commonwealth at the time of their marriage,

LIBELS FOB DrVORCE. 

Sect. 6. Libels for divorce shall be heard and determined in the 
supreme judicial court held for a county in which one of the parties 
lives, except that, when the libellant has left the county in which the 
parties have lived together, the adverse party still living therein, the 
libel shall be heaixl and deteiToiaed in the court held for that county. 

Sect. 7. Every such libel shall be signed by the libellant, if of 
Bonnd mind and of legal age to consent to man-iage ; otherwise it 
may be signed by the guardian of the libellant or by a person admit- 
ted by the court to prosecute the libel as his or her next friend. 

Sect. 8. The libel may be presented to the supreme judicial court 
or to a justice thereof in any county, in term time or vacation, or it 
may be filed in the olBce of the clerk of said cchirt in vacation. 

Sect. 9. The court, justice, or clerk may order the adverse party 
to be summoned to appear and answer at the court having jurisdic- 
tion of the cause, by the publication of the libel or of the substance 
thereof, with the order thereon, in one or more newspapers to bo 
designated in the order, or by delivering to such party an attested 
copy of the libel and a aummons, or in such other manner as may 
seem most proper and effectual ; but when such order is made by a 
clerk, the court or any justice thereof may order auch additional 
notice to be given as may seem proper. 

Sect. 18, The court before which a libel for divorce is pendiD^'l 
may, without entering a decree of divorce, cause the libel to be eoor- ^ 
tinued upon the docket from time to time, and during such continu- 
ance may make such orders and decrees concerning a temporary , 
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separation of the parties, the separate maintenance of the wife, and 
the custody and support of minor children, as in its judgment the 
interests of the parties and the necessities of the case demand, and 
such orders and decrees may be changed or annulled as the court 
may determine, and any orders or decrees of said court under this 
section shall, while they are in force, supersede any order or decree 
of the probate court under section thirty-three of chapter one hun- 
dred and forty-seven, and may suspend the right of said comt to 
act under said section. 

Sect. 19.* All decrees of divorce shall in the first instance be de- 
crees nisi, to become absolute after the expiration of six months from 
the entry thereof, on application of either party to the clerk of the 
court, and on such application the clerk shall enter a final decree, 
unless the court has for sufficient cause, on application of any paity 
interested, otherwise ordered. 

Sect. 20. No libel for divorce on the ground of desertion shall be 
defeated by a temporary return or other act done by the party desert- 
ing, if it appears that such return or other act was not made or done 
in good faith, but with the intent to defeat the obtaining of a divorce 
by the other party. 

RESUMPTION OP FORMER NAME BY WIFE. 

Sect. 21. The court upon granting a divorce to a woman may 
allow her to resume her maiden name or the name of any former 
husband.

Sect 22. After a divorce from the bond of matrimony either 
party may marry again as if the other were dead, except that the 
party against whom the divorce was granted shall not marry within 
two years from the time of the entry of the final decree of divorce. 



FOREIGN DIVORCES. 

Sect. 41. A divorce decreed in another state or country accord- 
ing to the laws thereof, and by a court having jurisdiction of the 
cause and of both the parties, shall be valid and effectual in this 
commonwealth ; but when an inhabitant of this commonwealth goes 
into another state or country to obtain a divorce for a cause which 
occurred here while the parties resided here, or for a cause which 
would not authorize a divorce by the laws of this commonwealth, a 
divorce so obtained shall be of no force or effect in this common- 
wealth. 

CRIMINAL PROVISIONS. 

Sect. 42. If persons divorced from the bond of matinmony co- 
habit as husband or wife or live together in the same house, they 
shall be deemed to be guilty of adultery.
